Dismissal of Petition under 37 C.F.R. $ 1.47(b)

identifl^y] the inventor's address" and because it was "not executed on behalf of the inventor by 
someone authorized by assignee to do so." Petitioner contacted Petitions Attorney Brown 
seeking clarification, and received a voice mail from Petitions Attorney Brown stating that the 
declaration was not acceptable "because it doesn't state that the person executing the declaration 
is authorized to do so by the assignee," and moreover, because Petitioner did not submit "a 
Statement Under 3.73(b)."
